Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Claim 1 was discussed in terms of the meaning of "fluid" as being 
either a liquid or a gas. It was agreed upon that "fluid" be changed to "gas" in step (b) of claim 1 , as the apparatus of 
JP 5-220331 would allow gas communication above partition 17. The Ashbrook et al. reference was discussed in 
terms of the gas inlets and outlets (27,28), and it was agreed upon that there is no gas outlet on the opposite side of 
the partition from the gas inlet. Furthermore, dependent claims 6 and 7 were discussed as previously being allowable 
subject matter, and dependent claim 10 would potentially be allowable upon replacement of "fluid" with "gas" as well. 
The applicants' upcoming reply to the final rejection of February 28, 2006 will likely include (at least) an amendment to 
claim 1 that replaces "fluid" with "gas" in the 1st line of step (b).
